The present congress is abont to die 


by constitutional limit. It will go ont of 
existence as a noisy, barren congress, 
and with it some 130 statesmen will go 
down perhaps never to reappear before 
the public gaze. 
The lust congress was 


damned for doing too much, but this one 
will be damned for doing nothing. Who 
is responsible? The senate which votes 
down or pigeon-holes every bill sent it 
by the house which has any feature 
in favor of the people; Sam Bandall, 
who obstructs all reform legislation; 
Bill Holmon, who objecte to every 
proposition, and the 
rules of 
the 


house, which allows the minority to pre- 
vent 
the 
transaction of 
business. 


There is not a state legislation which 
would tolerate the rules of the house, yet 
these rules have stood ever since Ban- 
dall was elected speaker. Every.attempt 
to amend them has been defeated by the 
filibustering by the Bandall crowd. 


Under the existing rnle a bill can 


only be taken up in order, by suspen- 
sion of the rules or by unanimous con- 
sent. To reach a bill in order, is next 
to impossible unless a special order can 
be made to suspend the rules, reqniries 
two-thirds of the house and then this 
can only be done on every third Mon- 
day. To ask unanimous consent avails 
of nothing, because Holman "objects." 
—so that day after day the house wastes 
in trying to take up bills. 


It is so hard to get a bill through the 


house, that whenever a member suc- 
ceeds in getting a bill passed for his dis- 
trict, he is given u banquet by his lees 
fortunate friends. I remember when 
the house suspended five minutes to 
allow Mr. Brents, of Washington terri- 
tory, to receive the congratulation of 
members, upon the passage of a bill to 
authorize one of his eonstitaente to dam 
a river. 


IHK VOBT WATNE FDBblO BmtiDINO. 
Early in the session, Judge Lowry in- 


troduced a bill to increase the appropri- 
ation for the Fort Wayne postomcs 
building from $100,000 to 8200,000. The 
committee on public buildings reported 
it back to the house with $25,000 less 
than asked for in the bill and was placed 
on the calendar as report No. 1,062. 


About 116 bills for public buildings 


were reported by the committee. A 
special order was made to pass them, 
hot whenever a motion was made to go 
into the committee of the whole to con- 
sider them, Bandall would put op a reg- 
ular appropriation bill to antagonize it 
and the day would be spent in filHbns- 
teriug. Then the rales were amended 
so that for one hour every morning bills 
could be taken up out of order and pass- 
ed, provided ten or more members ob- 
jected. Everybody thought Holman's 
occupation was gone. Judge Lowry was 
the first to be recognized under this 
new arrangement. Holman had prom- 
ised not to object, but no sooner was the 
bill read when Holman got np and in- 
duced nine of his satelites to rise and 
object to the bill, so the bill was laid 
aside. The New Albany bill met the 
same fate. Bill after bUl was called np 
and objected to by Holman t Co. Judge 
Lowry did not give it up in despair, 
though, but got a similar bill passed by 
the senate through the influence of Sen- 
ator Toorheea, 


Mr. Lowry could not, under the rales, 


got recognized a second time to coll up 
tha bill, so he made arrangements with 
the speaker to recognize Mr. Williams, 
of Alabama, who called np the bill and 


Lowry. Warner, of 


_r 
bill and would have 


induced' enough members to object to 
prevent it being taken up, had not Mr. 
Lowry shown np the industries of Fort 
Wsyueandthe need of such buildings. 
Mr. Warner then ofierd an amendment 
to reduce the amount asked for to»60,- 
000, which proposition was fought so 
vigorously by Mr. Lowry that the vote 
stood 16 ayes to 9» aoes. The bill pass- 
ed. In order to make a snre thing of it 
Mr. Lowry went before the committee 
on appropriations and had the item in- 
serted in the sundry civil bill by that 
committee. Mr. Holomau being the only 
member of the committee opposed to it.
